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A NEW primary school to meet the 
demand for places in Harlow will 
open in the autumn. 

Pemberley Academy will sit on 
the site of the former Rivermill 
Adult Education Centre in Hodings 
Road. 

Newly appointed headteacher 
Neil Coster, 35, who lives in Harlow, 
said: “One of the biggest challenges 
is letting people in the area know 
that we are open and also reas¬ 
suring those who have been given a 
place at Pemberley and are unde¬ 
cided if it will be a positive move.” 

Academy 

Pemberley will be run by RE Ach2 
Academy Trust, which was 
approached by education authority 
Essex County Council to open a 
new school to meet demand in the 
town. 

An assistant head, three teachers 
and a teaching assistant have been 
appointed, with more staff expected

to join as the school expands. 

Classes will commence in 
September for Reception to Year 2 
children and the school will then 
gradually be filled up to Year 6. 

“This is my first post as a head 
teacher and it will be a very nice 
starting point for me with a small 
team,” said Mr Coster, who spent 
nine years at Burnt Mill Academy 
before becoming assistant head at 
Little Parndon primary. 

To try and spread word of the 
school Mr Coster will man a stand 
in the Harvey Centre on Monday 
(May 11) from 9am to 5pm to answer 
questions about the school. 

He said: “We want to give pupils 
the best all-round holistic educa¬ 
tion experience possible.

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Final farewell to 
DJ ‘legend’ Pepe 


Hundreds attend funeral of popular nightclub spin king

FAMILY and friends said their final 
farewells to legendary Harlow D J Pepe 
Herod, who was laid to rest at Parndon 
Wood cemetery on Thursday. 

Mr Herod, best known for his per¬ 
formances on the decks at the former 
Tiffanys nightclub during the 1980s and 
’90s, died after a short battle with can¬ 
cer. He was 68. 

He is survived by his wife Mary, eight 
children, 19 grandchildren and two 
great-grandchildren. 

More than 350 mourners attended 
the funeral service at Holy Cross 
Church, in Tracyes Road, and even 
more attended the internment during 
which doves were released. A wake was 
held at Paringdon Sports Club. 

Mr Herod’s son Aiden, 34, said: “We 
could not really have asked for any¬ 
thing better. The turnout was really 
good, the sun was out and the pro¬ 
ceedings went really well. 

“There was a speech given by some of 


the grandchildren and everyone said they 
were really impressed with how they 
handled it.” 

He said his mother wanted to express 
her thanks to everyone who helped out 
with the funeral, adding: “It was a big 
community event and everyone wanted 
to help out and have a party.” 

Born in St Lucia, Mr Herod arrived 
in London in 1965 in search of a better 
life and moved to Harlow in 1969. As a 
DJ he earned a reputation as a pion¬ 
eering influence in the town for his 


regular soul, funk and jazz sets at town 
centre nightclubs. 

He was also respected as a loving 
family man and an inspirational father 
figure. 

His eldest daughter Marie-Louise 
said: “He was positive in everything he 
dealt with. I always turned to him and 
nothing was ever a problem. He was 
taken too soon, we are devastated.” 

A disco night will be held at Par¬ 
ingdon Sports Club on May 30 in his 
memory.

the school will run conventionally 
following the curriculum, but we 
are looking to incorporate the 11 
Before 11 scheme, to give pupils 11 
out-of-school experiences before 
they leave.” 

Mr Coster added that he would 
also like to see older students 
taught by specific subject teach¬ 
ers rather than the ‘jack-of-all- 
trades’ approach adopted by 
many primary schools. 

He is hoping for an initial 
intake of 60 students, with 15 in 
both Year 1 and 2, but it will be 
difficult to tell until after the May 
half-term when the ECC lifts 
restrictions on school referrals. 

Based just down the road from 
Little Parndon Primary School, 
Pemberley will work alongside 
sister academy, Water Lane. 

Target 

By moving into a former school 
site new buildings do not need to 
be constructed and renovation 
works are under way. Mr Coster 
said that works are on target to be 
completed in time. 

“My main hope in the first year 
is to a great learning environment 
and for the whole community to 
see what a successful school we 
are going to become,” he added. 

Mr Coster, who went to Tanys 
Dell Primary School, said: “As a 
local man I feel Harlow has given 
me an awful lot as a town and I feel 
this is an opportunity to enhance 
the community.” 

News of the school’s opening 
was met with a mixed reception 
on social media, with Leanne 
Bradford commenting on the 
Star’s Facebook page: “How sur¬ 
prising. Close half of Purford 
Green and have to open another 
primary. Don’t tell me, next year 
another secondary will open on 
the old Passmores site.” 

However other comments were 
more positive, with Kellyanne 
Foskett writing: “Wishing Mr 
Coster every success at his new 
school, he was fab at Little 
Parndon.”

Father and son in the 
clear over brutal attack 

CPS drops charges and ditches retrial on medical grounds

A FATHER and son accused of a brutal 
attack on a teenager who was left with 
brain damage have walked free from 
court after the charge against them 
was dropped. 

The decision not to proceed with the 
prosecution of Glen Mulkay, 48, and 
Kieron Mulkay, 21, was announced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Tuesday 
where the pair were due to face a 
retrial. 

In October of last year a jury failed 
to reach a verdict after the Mulkays 
denied causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent. 


This week a new jury was told the 
decision not to continue with the case 
was taken by the Crown Prosecution 
Service after it received medical 
advice that the affect on the victim 
could be catastrophic if he was asked 
to appear in court to give evidence. 

Attacked 

Glen Mulkay, formerly of Church- 
field, Harlow, and now of Park Close, 
North Weald, and Kieron Mulkay, of 
Churchfield, Harlow, were alleged to 
have attacked 18-year-old Kabir Khan 
in the Ladyshot area of Harlow in 
October 2013. 

Mr Khan was said to have suffered a 
fractured skull during what was 


treated by police at the time as a 
racially motivated assault. 

During the original trial it was 
alleged the pair wielded a motorcycle 
chain, golf club and crowbar during 
the attack. The victim described how 
he was covered in blood from “a hole in 
my head”. 

The jury was told that Mr Khan lost 
four pints of blood, suffered a fit while 
lying on the pavement and thought he 
was going to die. 

Kieron Mulkay admitted hitting Mr 
Khan but said he only did so in self 
defence after the victim ran at him 
with a knife following a dispute with 
another man. 

Explaining the CPS’s decision not to 


proceed withe retrial, prosecutor Ger¬ 
ard Renouf said: “Regarding the state 
of health of Mr Khan, it’s a very ser¬ 
ious situation. 

“The decision of the CPS is we can¬ 
not request him to come to court [to 
give evidence] and that decision is 
supported by a neuro-surgeon. It could 
be catastrophic.” 

Victim 

Lawyers representing the Mulkays 
said the defence did not accept Mr 
Khan was the victim of an assault. 

Judge John Dodd directed that not 
guilty verdicts should be recorded 
against both men, but added: “He [Mr 
Khan] was left with brain damage.”

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Austerity has 
not helped

His detailed analysis shows 
that, contrary to Conservative 
claims, the current return to 
modest growth which is already 
slowing down again was 
hindered, not helped, by the 
austerity programme 
implemented immediately after 
the 2010 election. 

He says all the economic 
research that allegedly 
supported the austerity push has 
been discredited. The austerian 
ideology that dominated the 
discourse five years ago has 
collapsed to the point that hardly 
anyone still believes it. Hardly 
anyone, that is, except the 
coalition that still rules Britain. 

He concludes: “Harsh 
austerity in depressed 
economies isn't necessary and 
does major damage when it is 
imposed. That was true of 
Britain five years ago and it’s 
still true today.”

WITH voters going to the polls today 
(Thursday) for what is being predicted as 
the tightest General Election in decades, 
the seven candidates for Harlow have been 
busy with last-minute campaigning. 

Conservative Robert Halfon, who is 
looking to defend the 4,925 majority he 
won in 2010, is facing a strong challenge 
from Labour’s Suzy Stride in what pre¬ 
viously has been a marginal constitu¬ 
ency. 

The result could depend on the level of 
support for the five other candidates con¬ 
testing the seat - Geoff Seeff (Liberal 
Democrat), Sam Stopplecamp (Ukip), Mur¬ 
ray Sackwild (Green), Eddy Butler (English 
Democrats) and Dave Brown (TUSC). 

This week Mr Halfon said he had 
worked hard to cut fuel duty, bring jobs 
and apprenticeships back to the town, 
support Harlow housing for Harlow 
people, protect the NHS and ensure immig¬ 
ration is fair to the taxpayer. 

“Unemployment is now much lower 
than in 2010, apprenticeships have incre¬ 
ased by over 100 per cent and a brand new 
technical school has been built at Harlow 
College with £10m investment from the 
government, giving huge opportunities to 
Harlow’s young people,” he said. 

“Harlow now has an Enterprise Zone 
being built from a £50m-plus investment 
into our town, bringing more jobs and 
opportunities. Our NHS received a fund¬ 
ing boost of £4m and our doctors will be 
able to open for longer due to an injection 
of £24m from the government. I will cham¬ 
pion rebuilding of our town centre. 

“During this election I’ve been appro¬ 
ached by many people from all political 
parties who say they’ll vote for me regard¬ 
less of their politics. This is because they 
know I’m a passionate community MR” 

Labour rival Ms Stride said she was 
proud of the campaign run in Harlow 
which she described as a “grassroots effort 
made up of ordinary people canvassing in 
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their hundreds for a better future”. 

“We’ve spoken to more than 30,000 res¬ 
idents in the last few months alone,” she 
said. “I’ve met so many people who work 
hard and just want to do better for them¬ 
selves and their families but who don’t feel 
they were given a fair chance under the last 
government. 

“We’ve seen over the last few years 
broken promises fr om the Tories on the 
NHS, immigration, VAT and tuition fees, 
but the next few years could be just as bad 
with the Tories planning to cut 10 per cent 
from school budgets. I won’t support the 
cutting of school budgets, I’ll vote to 
increase staff in the NHS, guarantee a GP 
appointment within 48 hours and I’ll sup¬ 
port a fair immigration system. 

“The likelihood is this election will be 
very close. Only Labour can beat the Tories 
here, a vote for anyone else lets them in.” 

Mr Seeff said it was “abundantly clear” 
there would be no outright majority and 
voters had to decide who they would prefer 
to be partners in a future coalition. 

“On every count that has to be the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats,” he said. “Labour with the 
SNP would undermine the union and with 
their anti-austerity agenda will take the 
country back to the financial mess they left 
in 2010 while the Tories with the DUP and 
UKIP would produce an inward looking 
right wing government that will widen the 
gap between rich and poor. 

“Every vote for a Liberal Democrat 
ensures that the widest range of interests 
will be represented and strengthens our 
hand in coalition negotiations.” 

Mr Stopplecamp said Ukip favoured fair 
and equal immigration, would spend £3bn 
extra on the NHS, long-term goal to reduce 
taxes and hold a referendum on the UK’s 
membership of the EU. 

“I love this town and I have worked hard 
serving some of the most vulnerable in our 
community,” he said. “ My home is here 
and my children will grow up in this town. 
I am not of the political elite looking to 
further my career, I am standing to make a 
difference.” 

Polling stations open close at 10pm when 
the sealed ballot boxes will be taken to 
Harlow Leisurezone for the votes to be 
counted. The result is expected at 3am. 


Council seats also up for grabs 


VOTERS will not only be 
electing a Member of Parliament 
for Harlow when they go the 
polls today (Thursday). They will 
also be casting votes in the local 
council elections. 

Twelve seats are up for grabs 
on Harlow Council - one in each 
of 10 of the town’s 11 wards and 
two in Great Parndon because of 
a by-election caused by the 
resignation of Ukip councillor 
Terry Spooner. 

At present the council is run 
by the Labour Party which holds 
18 of the 33 seats. The 
Conservatives have 11 and Ukip 
three, with one vacant. 

The votes will be counted at 
Harlow Leizurezone tomorrow 
(Friday) afternoon.

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Emaciated horse 
was so weak she 
couldn’t stand up 

Abandoned mare left fighting for her life

ANIMAL welfare officers are 
appealing for information after 
an emaciated horse was found in a 
critical condition in Harlow. 

When the red and white mare, 
who is now fighting for her life, 
was discovered in Canons Brook, 
Harlow, every bone in her body 
was visible. 

She was so weak when she was 
found that she could not stand on 
her front legs and had collapsed. 

She was found at around 8pm 
on Tuesday, April 14. 

It is thought the horse, who has 
been named Lara, is about one 
year old. She weighs 161 kilo¬ 
grams, less than half the weight 
she should be. 

She was rescued by a team 
including RSPCA officers, police, 
a vet, a vet nurse and yard man¬ 
ager from Catley Cross Veterin¬ 
ary Clinic in Halstead, where she 
is now being cared for. 

Shocked

Charity reports a rise in animal cruelty 


RSPCA inspector Sam Garvey 
said: “This was one of the worst 
cases I have ever seen. I was just 
utterly shocked when I saw Lara - 
she's just so thin that she’s more 
or less a complete bag of bones. 

“She was just crouched there on 
that hillside, terrified and trem¬ 
bling, chained to a piece of scrub¬ 
land with no food or water. 

“She was so weak when we 
found her that she was kneeling 
down to eat; and unable to walk 
properly because her feet are 
deformed from lack of care. She is 
also absolutely covered in sores 
because lice have caused her to 
rub herself so badly.” 

Carolyn Wyse, veterinary sur¬ 
geon from Catley Cross said: “We 
are giving her the best of our care 
but it is touch and go at the 
moment. 

“We named her Lara after Lara 
Croft because it was such a mis¬ 
sion to find her on that dark hill¬ 
side. Hopefully we can continue 
that mission to nurse her back to 
health. 

The country is currently in the 
grip of a horse crisis with the 
RSPCA and other horse welfare 
charities struggling to cope with 
the numbers of abandoned, neg¬ 
lected and abused horses. The 
RSPCA alone has more than 600 
horses in its care and receives 
more than 400 complaints relating 
to horse welfare every week. 


THE number of animal cruelty 
cases investigated by the 
RSPCA rose by 5.3 per cent in 
Essex. 

The 4,862 incidents in the 
county last year were up 248 
from 4,614 in 2013 while across 
the while country the charity 
has seen cases rise for the 
second year in a row. 

Paul Stilgoe, RSPCA 
superintendent for the south 
east, said: “Once again we have 
been shocked by just how 
vicious people can be to 
animals and it seems a large 
number of these cases are 
happening in this region. 

“Many of the complaints we 
receive involve animals being 
neglected or not receiving the 
right care and often we can put 
that right by offering welfare 
advice. However, it is utterly 
unacceptable that people are

still being deliberately cruel in 
what can be disturbingly 
inventive ways.” 

The five worst cases 

Cruelty in the south east region, 
which includes Essex, included: 

■ An eight-week-old Jack 
Russell terrier puppy which was 
left in agonising pain with a raw 
wound after his tail was cut off. 

■ A cat held down in a bucket of 
water and drowned by her 
owner 

■ A dog named Ziggy who was 
found shot in the head with a 20- 
inch crossbow bolt 

■ A Yorkshire terrier who was 
caught on CCTV being 
suspended by the neck and 
beaten over the head several 
times 

■ Chilling mobile phone footage 
showed a teenager kicking a cat 
and brutally beating a dog

Knife teen had ‘problems with travellers’ 


A TEENAGER who was caught 
carrying a knife in Harlow 
claimed he was only doing so it 
because of “problems with trav¬ 
ellers”. 

On Friday (May 1) he was 
warned that courts “come down 
heavily” on knife crime but he 
was allowed to walk free. 

Instead, the youth, who for legal 
reasons cannot be identified, was 
made the subject of an eight- 
month referral order under which 
he will meet with a panel of people 
who will draw up a programme of 


activities to keep him out of fur¬ 
ther trouble. 

At Chelmsford Youth Court last 
week he pleaded guilty to having a 
bladed article, driving without 
insurance and without a licence. 

As the hearing was about to 
start, a charge of taking and driv¬ 
ing a motorcycle without the 
owner's consent was dropped by 
the prosecution without explan¬ 
ation. 

The youth was stopped by 
police in School Lane, Harlow, on 
February 17 by police, who were 


suspicious because of his age. 

Alex Graham, for the youth, 
told the court that he was car¬ 
rying the knife because he had 
“problems with travellers”. 

Asked by chairman of the 
bench Susan Greenwood whether 
there was “still a problem with 
travellers”, he agreed there was 
no need to worry any more. 

In addition to the referral order, 
the court imposed six penalty 
points for the insurance offence 
and ordered the youth to pay £85 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

Police chief sacks 
officer who failed 
to provide breath 
sample after crash 

A POLICE officer working as part of the 
Harlow neighbourhood team has been dis¬ 
missed from the force after being convicted 
of failing to provide a specimen of breath for 
analysis. 

PC Rajinder Chana, 27, was sacked by 
Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh follow¬ 
ing a fast-track disciplinary hearing on 
Friday which he failed to attend. 

Chana, who had been a police officer for 
just over seven years, was off duty when he 
crashed his own car into a parked vehicle in 
Ilford in the early hours of Sunday, March 
1 . 

Police were called and Chana was arres¬ 
ted after a failing a roadside breath test. He 
was taken to a police station in Ilford where 
he failed to provide a specimen of breath. 

He subsequently pleaded guilty at Bark- 
ingside Magistrates Court to the offence 
and was banned from driving for 16 
months. 

Speaking after Friday’s misconduct hear¬ 
ing, Mr Kavanagh said: “There is no place in 
Essex Police for officers who break the law. 
His levels of intoxication and his refusal to 
provide a specimen would alone bring dis¬ 
credit to the police service but he made the 
situation worse by behaving in a way that 
lacked basic standards of respect and cour¬ 
tesy. 

“I find it hugely disappointing that an 
Essex police officer would have behaved in 
this way. He has let both his colleagues and 
the people of Essex down. 

Inspector Paul Wells, of the Essex Police 
Professional Standards Department, said: 
“It was clear from the outset that Mr 
Chana’s offending behaviour and aggress¬ 
ive approach had the potential to substan¬ 
tially undermine Essex Police to the public 
and to our police neighbours in the Met.” 

Chana has a right to appeal against his 
dismissal from the force.

A NEPALESE nurse is pleading with 
people to donate money to help those 
affected by the Gorkha earthquake which 
has killed more than 7,000 people in her 
home country. 

Sabina Budhathoki, 27, has worked as a 
nurse at care home Alexandra House, in 
Hamstel Road, Harlow, since moving in 
November 2012 from Nepalese capital 
Kathmandu - a city severely affected by 
the earthquake. 

She said: “I want to raise some money to 
help the earthquake victims with blankets 
medicine or whatever is most needed. 

“I sent some of my own money to Nepal, 
but I’ve realised that I can’t fundraise 
alone so I’m trying to raise money with 
the help of my sister Dibina and my 
colleagues.” 

Miss Budhathoki also has personal 
incentives to raise the money with her 
grandparents, aunt and uncle still living 
very near to the earthquake zone. 

“It is very scary for them,” she added, 

“My granddad hurt his arm when he tried 
to escape the earthquake.” 

“I don’t really expect to raise a lot of 
money but I will be asking my colleagues, 
the care home residents and their families 
for their help. 

“I will keep this going until Friday, 
when I will add some of my own money to 
what I have raised and send it off.”

While she isn’t sure how much money 
she will be able to raise, Miss Budhathoki 
said that she won’t be holding any special 
activity or event to fundraise as the dona¬ 
tions should be made to the earthquake 
victims, and not to her. 

Tracy Laft, care team manager at Alex¬ 
andra House, said: “We think it’s a good 
idea to be chipping in and we’ve been 
putting clothes into a bag to send over. 


“We get on really well with Sabina and 
her family are out there. We don’t mind 
how much we raise so long as we get 
something. 

“The people out there have nothing 
from what I’ve seen on TV I’m concerned 
they are not getting any fresh water.” 

Miss Budhathoki appealed for readers 
to support Nepal by making donations to 
Unicef or the Red Cross.

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Couple raise £300 for hospital where Freshwaters pupil was treated 


Alfie’s parents 
repay medics

THE parents of a Freshwaters 
Academy pupil have raised £300 
for the hospital that helped save 
their six-year-old son’s life. 

Year 1 pupil Alfie Hunt was 
found to have an enlarged heart 
and liver when he was just two 
weeks old. He was diagnosed with 
critical aortic value stenosis - a 
narrowing of the aortic valve - 
and had been in and out of hos¬ 
pital for much of his life. 

Faulty 

Last summer Alfie underwent 
open heart surgery to replace the 
faulty valve. He was in hospital 
for five days to have the surgery 
and off school for just three 
weeks. 

The replacement should last 
him eight to 10 years after which 
it will be replaced with an adult 
valve. 

Alfie, who lives with his mum 
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Cheryl and dad Mark, twin sister 
Grace and four older brothers, is 
now as lively as any other six- 
year-old. 

Mrs Hunt said she first became 
worried about Alfie when he 
became grey and floppy at just two 
weeks old and was rushed to hos¬ 
pital. 

She said: “The doctors were so 
calm, I was pretty laid back when 
they told us what was wrong; I 
didn’t take it in. They said we 
would need to go to the Royal 
Brompton Hospital and I assumed 
they meant as a follow-up appoint¬ 
ment with the heart specialists. 

“It wasn’t until the children’s 
acute transport service arrived 
and started working quickly to 
transfer Alfie, I realised how bad 


the situation was. 

Mr Hunt added: “Alfie’s arteries 
were rapidly closing and he had a 
diseased heart valve. He had a 
balloon inserted through his 
groin to his heart to stretch the 
aorta. He also almost lost his 
bowel as it had not been getting 
enough oxygen or blood.” 

Actions 

“Alfie is only here today 
because of the quick actions of the 
Royal Brompton.” 

Alongside the Freshwaters gov¬ 
erning parent body Parent, Cham¬ 
pions, Mr and Mrs Hunt held a 
coffee morning to raise £272.10 for 
Royal Brompton hospital. 

Head of school Marios Solom- 
onides said: “Anyone who helps 
our pupils in any way deserves 
our support and that is why our 
coffee morning was in aid of the 
Royal Brompton Hospital. It also 
highlights to our pupils the won¬ 
derful work doctors and nurses do 
day in and day out.”

Huge 

“There is an appetite for the 
game and in some countries 
women’s football is huge.” 

The 32-year-old defender has 
been capped more than 100 times 
for England women’s football 
team and currently plays for 
Arsenal at club level. 

Casey said: “There has already 
been a huge increase in the num¬ 
ber of girls’ grassroots teams 
across the UK over the past 10 
years. 

“Crowds have increased 100 
per cent in the last year alone, 
which shows you it’s moving in 
the right direction.” 

Last week mum-of-two Casey, 
along with Coleen Rooney - wife 
of footballer Wayne Rooney,

Mum of the Year Award which 
recognises extraordinary mums, 
who go the extra mile and ded¬ 
icate countless hours of their time 
to the little football players in 
their lives. 

“There are so many mums who 
help to run their child’s club or 
volunteer at the clubhouse to help 
raise funds so the kids can play. 
It’s so important to recognise 
them when you consider that 
they’re also often juggling child¬ 
care and work on top,” said Casey, 
whose own mum worked three 
jobs to pay for her to train. 

She added: “For young girls in 
particular, sport can improve 
their self-esteem and confidence, 
teach them important life skills 
and keep them healthy and active.

SCHOOLS in Harlow which hold 
proms for their students are being 
approached to advertise credit 
union loans for families facing the 
burden of buying formal wear. 

Credit union Harlowsave has 
asked secondary schools to 
advertise its services to parents in 
a bid to provide access to loans for 
prom suits and dresses, circum¬ 
venting the need to go to a payday 
loan company. 

Interest rates offered by credit 
unions - not-for-profit co-operat¬ 
ives that offer financial services - 
are a maximum of 42.6 per cent a 
year while some payday loan com¬ 
panies can charge an APR of up to 
1,509 per cent. 

Harlowsave says it is advert¬ 
ising the loans in St Mark’s Cath¬ 


olic School and Burnt Mill 
Academy. 

A HarlowSave spokesman said: 
“We are offering affordable loan 
products and financial services 
that can help people who may be 
experiencing financial diffi¬ 
culties. 

“By advertising our products 
and services we can not only help 
people but can offer them loans at 
much lower interest rates than 
those charged by certain high 
street and national loan providers 
as well as keeping them away 
from loan sharks.” 

With up to 85 per cent of schools 
now celebrating end of school 
proms, parents can face financial 
pressure as they face paying for 
outfits, sometimes costing up to 
£300. 

Helena Mills, head of Burnt 
Mill Academy Trust, said: “We 


town schools 

are aware proms are expensive 
and do all we can to support. We 
expect our students to work hard 
and we show them that hard work 
pays so our Year 11 reward system 
enables students to earn points 
towards their prom ticket and 
even costs. 

“We have vouchers as rewards 
which can be used in clothes 
shops. 

“We also try to reiterate to our 
students that they shouldn’t go 
mad and that boys should buy 
suits that can then be worn for 
sixth form, something I did for my 
own sons. And as a mother with a 
daughter I know a girl’s prom 
dress doesn’t have to cost a lot. 

“I did once suggest not having a 
prom to our community and just 
about survived so I will do all I can 
to help families afford something 
I know they want.”

A HUGE bird’s egg that is almost 100 times bigger 
than that of a normal chicken is expected to sell for 
£50,000 when it is auctioned. 

The semi-fossilised egg, which is 12 inches long 
and more than eight inches in diameter, was laid 
by an elephant bird, which is now extinct but used 
to live on Madagascar, an island off the coast of 
Africa, hundreds of years ago. The 10ft tall bird 
couldn’t fly. 

The rare egg was once owned by German marine 
biologist Professor Hubert Caspers who died in 
1998 and is to go on sale at an auction in Belgium. 

The elephant bird was one of the largest birds to 
have ever lived. They are thought to have been 
common in Madagascar until they were hunted to 
extinction during the 17th century. 

The firm which is selling 
the egg said they were so 
rare that there are only 
about 25 of them in the 
world. 

A spokesman told 
reporters: “This once 
comes from the collection 
of Dr Caspers and we have 
been asked to sell it by his 
children who thought it 
was a dinosaur egg.” 

The last time an 
elephant bird’s egg was 
auctioned was in 2013. It 
sold for £66,675.

Hall switches on 
to solar savings 

Roof panels will power lights and appliances

A PROJECT to turn Sawbridgeworth 
Memorial Hall into an electricity gen¬ 
erator has gone live. 

The £25,000 initiative, which is 
being funded by the Friends of the 
Memorial Hall, will see the building’s 
lights and electrical appliances 
powered by sunlight. 

Some 60 solar panels placed on the 
south-facing roof should generate 
15,558kW hours of electricity annu¬ 
ally, equivalent to the power required 
for at least six homes. 

As well as powering the hall, the 
new panels will also feed additional 
electricity to the National Grid. 

It is expected to raise more than 
£3,200 a year for the next 20 years 
through export payments and the 
Government’s feed-in tariff scheme. 

The panels were installed by a team 
from Viking Solar Limited, based in 
Sheering Mill Lane. 

Company director John Furnace 
said: “We are thrilled to be involved in 
such a super renewable energy 
scheme at the heart of the Sawbridge¬ 
worth community, helping the town 
to become greener and providing a 
source of income to aid the long-term 
sustainability of the hall. 

“The project to turn Sawbridge¬ 
worth Memorial Hall into an elec¬ 
tricity generator is a real achieve¬ 


ment and all credit should go to the 
trustees who initiated the project and 
especially Peter Lee who has led it.” 

Mr Lee said: “The Sawbridgeworth 
Memorial Hall Trust selected Viking 
Solar based on their knowledge, com¬ 
petitive price and the trust ethos of, 
where possible, spending locally 
raised money on local businesses. 


“The work has been professionally 
completed on time and on budget, just 
in time to catch the recent sunny 
days.” 

Mr Lee said the hall was rapidly 
becoming a key community centre for 
the town, with new activities aimed at 
all ages, including table tennis, line 
dancing, petanque and indoor bowls.

Peter Firth, whose 
Harry Pearce character is one of the few to 
survive, tells Albertina Lloyd that the transition 
had always been on the cards 


o many major characters 
were killed off during the 
nine-and-a-half years that 
Spooks was on television, 
that Harry Pearce, head 
of the counter terrorism 
department at MI5, was pretty 
fortunate to still be standing by 
the end. 

In fact, he was practically the 
only member of his team left. 
During its 10 series, many of the 
BBC drama’s stars were bumped 
off, including the characters 
played by Rupert Penry-Jones, 
Hermione Norris, Miranda 
Raison, Richard Armitage and 
David Oyelowo. 

Peter Firth, who reprises his 
role as Harry for the big screen 
version - Spooks: The Greater 
Good - thinks that the dangerous 
theme, where nobody was safe, 
played a key part in the success of 
the series, which garnered a 
string of Bafta nominations and 
wins during its run. 

“It had never been done in 
television. Nobody had ever had 
the idea of establishing heroes, 
and then killing them off on a 
regular basis,” explains the 
Bradford-born actor. 

“And when we did it the first 
time in the second episode with 
Lisa Faulkner, and plunged her 
head into a deep-fat fryer, the 
reaction was so extraordinary, it 
became clear that it was a very 
powerful dramatic tool. 

“What it meant for the viewers 
was that all bets were off. If you 
had an investment in a character 
and they were in trouble - they 
were really in trouble, so you’d

better watch, and that led to 
people being fascinated by the 
show.” 

The drama came to an 
explosive end in 2011, however. 
Harry, one of the last men 
standing, was still in charge of 
the team, dubbed The Grid - so 
when it was confirmed that a 
spin-off film would be coming 
out, fans would surely have been 
up-in-arms had Firth not been 
on board. 

Waiting in line to discuss the 
film with the 61-year-old is 
almost as nerve-racking as being 
interrogated by MI5. 

But, in real life, he is nothing 
like the super-serious authority 
figure he plays. 

He’s actually an extremely 
jolly fellow, who leaps up from 
his seat to greet me warmly as I 
enter the room, and is as funny 
as he is friendly. 

Playing Harry again after 
three years was, quite literally, 
like putting on an old pair of 
shoes, he insists. 

“I wore the same shoes for 15 
years. I bought them in 
[London’s] Jermyn Street, a 
good pair of brogues, and as 
soon as I got them on for the 
film, there it was - job done, 
back in the groove.”

surprised, I was just 
delighted.” 

Firth describes it as 
“believable, but still cinematic 
and sexy”, and filming on 
location in London meant 
there was plenty of exciting 
action for the cast and crew 
too. 

“We don’t have any control 
over the streets, so we did a lot 
of guerrilla filming,” explains 
Firth. “We’d hide cameras on 


rooftops and in windows of 
buildings, and I’d be hooked 
up with sound, which looked 
like part of the spy equipment 
anyway, and get instructions. 

“And we’d film scenes in 
busy streets, with people 
completely unaware we were 
doing that. It’s a great way to 
work, quite exciting.” 

It went smoothly, most of the 
time - apart from when a fan 
spotted Firth in the middle of 


a scene and interrupted to ask 
when the film would be 
coming out. 

Playing a spy in a big-screen 
thriller at the age of 61 means 
the actor ranks in the league 
of older action stars currently 
storming the box office, 
alongside Liam Neeson, Sean 
Penn and Sylvester Stallone. 

Firth is not sure if he likes 
being put in the same category 
as Stallone, though. 


“I haven’t had quite as 
much work as he has,” he 
exclaims with a laugh. 
“Perhaps I should!” But he 
admits he’s happy to embrace 
the tag. 

“Hey, we’re all living longer. 
There’s no age limit on being 
fabulous!”

TV spies make move to big screen 



Spooks: The Greater 
Good 

THRILLER: (15) 104 minutes 


DURING a nine-year run on BBC One, 
Spooks thrilled viewers with the 
morally-conflicted escapades of members 
of Section D of MI5, including one 
gruesome death sequence involving a 
deep fat fryer that sparked a deluge of 
complaints. 

The show concluded in 2011 with the 
death of a pivotal character, effectively 
bringing down the curtain on the 
high-stakes spy game. 

After four years in dramatic limbo, 
familiar faces return in this glossy 
big-screen mission penned by Jonathan 
Brackley and Sam Vincent, who co-wrote 
the majority of episodes of the final two 
series. 

There’s a comforting air of familiarity 


about this Bourne Identity- style caper that 
serves as a reboot of the franchise and 
wedges the door ajar for further 
assignments, presuming lead actor Kit 
Harington can be wooed away from Game 
Of Thrones. 

Director Bharat Nalluri, who was 
closely associated with the TV version, 
maintains a brisk pace and orchestrates a 
couple of nail-biting action sequences. 

Sir Harry Pearce (Peter Firth), Head of 
Counter-Terrorism at MI5, oversees the 
handover of terrorist Qasim (Elyes Gabel) 
to the CIA. 

The transfer, via the traffic-clogged 
roads of London, reaches a standoff when 
Qasim’s gun-toting henchmen attack the 
police escort. 

Harry makes the bold decision to avoid 
bloodshed by releasing the prisoner. 

Qasim narrowly escapes a subsequent 
pursuit by MI5 agent June Keaton 
(Tuppence Middleton) and her partner. 

Soon after, Harry vanishes without 


trace, shouldering the blame for the 
debacle. 

“I had to find someone I can trust: it’s a 
short list,” Harry informs protege Will 
when they eventually meet. 

With the clock ticking before Qasim 
detonates a dirty bomb in the heart of 
London, Will attempts to navigate a web 
of intrigue, some of it spun by Harry, 
aided by fellow agent Erin Watts (Lara 
Pulver). 

Spooks: The Greater Good references 
tragic events from the final episode of the 
TV series and reopens old wounds to cast 
doubt on the ulterior motives of some of 
the key players. 

Fans will savour these gossamer thin 
ties to the past but Nalluri’s picture works 
well as a stand-alone feature for the 
uninitiated. 

As Harry reminds his protege, “You can 
do good or you can do well. Sooner or 
later, they make you choose.”

A s with most things in life, the 
best products take what 
seems a complicated bunch of 
requirements and reduce 
them to something very 
simple and elegant. 

The Volvo V40 is just such a car. The 
Swedish company has built a premium 
five-door family hatch that looks great, 
drives well, makes sense on the balance 
sheet and which has an amazing 
amount of safety equipment built into 
it. It really is as good as it looks, 
especially now that Volvo offers the 
option of its own highly efficient 
engines beneath the bonnet. 

Traditionally, Volvos have been better 
when they’ve been bigger. It’s not that 
the Swedish brand hasn’t tried its 
hardest with compact, more affordable 
models. On the contrary, it has a 
heritage in such designs stretching all 
the way back to the PV51 of 1936. 

None though has been what you’d call 
desirable, unless for you, desire is a 


virtue that’s safe, solid and sensible. 
Here though, is a car that is. The V40 
premium family hatch, launched here 
in the summer of 2012. 

Despite the ‘V’ designation, 
traditionally used by the brand to 
reference estate cars, this is a Focus¬ 
sized family hatch - but a rather posh 
one, aimed at the top end of this 
segment where you’ll find premium 
models like BMW’s 1 Series, Audi’s A3 
and the Mercedes A-Class. Its job is to 
take on these elite rivals, a task now 
made easier by the introduction of two 
engines from Volvo’s efficient ‘Drive-E’ 
2.0-litre range, a petrol and a diesel. 

Here’s a hatch clearly developed by 
people who care about driving and it 
delivers a very good compromise indeed 
of absorbent ride and assured handling 
composure. So much so that I’ve begun 
to question the ‘less is more’ mantra I 
tend to apply to the brand’s other 
models when it comes to engine output. 

There’s not much point in having 
loads of power in a car that handles like 
a pudding. This one though, can cope 


with a bit more, which is why it’s worth 
opting for the fastest of the three diesel 
engines on offer, the 190bhp D4. Like the 
next diesel down, the 150bhp D3, it’s a 
2.0-litre unit but unlike that engine, this 
is Volvo’s own impressive ‘Drive-E’ 
powerplant. Amazingly, it’s nearly as 
efficient as the much less powerful 
entry-level diesel in the range, the 
115bhp D2. And that variant’s a lot 
slower than the D4: a D2 V40 gets to 
62mph in 11.7s en route to 118mph. 

Low mileage buyers need to factor in 
the possibility of petrol power too, 
especially if they don’t like the rather 
clattery diesel noise you get on start-up. 

T2, T3 and T4 variants use a 1.6-litre 
four cylinder unit, respectively putting 
out either 120,150 or 180bhp, the most 
powerful version of which is good for 60 
in 7.3s on the way to 140mph. If that’s 
not enough, there’s a flagship 2.0-litre 
five cylinder T5 model that also uses a 
Volvo-sourced ‘Drive-E’ engine, putting 
out 245bhp and fitted as standard with 
an eight-speed automatic gearbox. 

The safer a car is, the safer will be its 


approach to exterior design. That was 
once true of small Volvos - but it isn’t 
any more. In fact, it’s precisely because 
this V40 is good in an accident that it 
looks so smart. Let me explain. 

Almost all cars have relatively high 
bonnet lines, so as to leave an under¬ 
bonnet void to meet pedestrian impact 
legislation. But thanks to a unique 
under-bonnet airbag, this car doesn’t 
need to allow for that, so its bonnet line 
can be much lower, part of a lean, wide 
coupe-like stance in a shape very 
slightly longer and wider than rival 
BMW 1 Series or Audi A3 models. 

Pleasantly different then, an 
observation equally applicable here in 
the cabin. Of course it needs to be good 
if sales are to be stolen from the likes of 
the BMW 1 Series and the Audi A3, a 
tough assignment tackled with an 
unpretentious ‘Designed Around You’ 
philosophy epitomised by this 
beautifully-positioned infotainment 
screen that, once you’ve figured out its 
complicated menus, enables you to deal 
with audio, navigation, phone and other 
functions almost without taking your 


eyes off the road. 

Prices sit in the £20,000 to £35,000 
bracket. To put that into perspective, 
you’re looking at a comparable model- 
for-model premium of around £1,500 
over what you’d pay for a mainstream 
Focus or Astra in the family hatchback 
sector. 

It’s not these cars that Volvo is really 
targeting with the V40 though. The 
brand would prefer to be stealing sales 
from much posher so-called ‘premium’ 
compact hatches, cars like the BMW 1 
Series, the Audi A3 and the Mercedes A- 
Class. What is different though, is the 
spec you get as part of the deal. 

All models come with alloy wheels, 
electronic climate control that also 
cools the glovebox, plus leather-trim for 
the gear knob and for a steering wheel 
that has audio controls for an eight 
speaker stereo with USB and iPod 
inputs, operable via the same 5-inch 
colour screen you can use to set up the 
Bluetooth connection for your phone. 
This display can also use Volvo’s Sensus 
infotainment and navigation system.

New leg-spinner Malik turns out straight away in loss 


ESSEX have signed leg-spinner 
Adeel Malik on a three-month 
contract. 

He is available for all forms of 
cricket and went straight into 
the squad against 
Gloucestershire, making his 
debut on Sunday in the LV= 
County Championship match at 
The Essex County Ground. 

Malik, 29, has been training 
with Essex over the winter and 
played in a pre-season Twenty20 
match against Middlesex. 

He is the brother of former 
Pakistan player Shoaib Malik. 

He will wear the number 51. 

Malik bowled just three overs, 
which went for 15, in 
Gloucestershire’s first innings, 
but made 25 from 23 balls in 
Essex’s first innings, a knock 
that included three fours and a six.

Mickleburgh wants to 
cash in on good form 


Batsman is keen to turn strong starts into big scores

JAIK MICKLEBURGH wants to 
turn 30s and 40s into big scores 
after making a promising start to 
the season for Essex. 

The top-order batsman had a 
productive winter playing for 
North Sydney Cricket Club in 
Australia and came back to hit a 
century and half-century against 
Cardiff University in pre-season. 

He has followed that up with 46 
and 23 in a low-scoring game 
against Kent at Chelmsford, 
before making 61 in an opening 
stand of 155 against Surrey, 
Essex’s highest first partnership 
since 2013. 

He then made 42 and 31 in 
another low-scoring contest at 
home to Gloucestershire this 
week, where Essex lost their first 
match of the season by nine wick¬ 
ets. 

In Sydney the 25-year-old put 
what had been a difficult 2014 
season firmly behind him, open¬ 
ing up with an unbeaten 142 on his 
debut and following that up with 
seven half-centuries. 

Playing Sydney Grade Cricket, 
he scored 667 runs in 12 innings, 
at an average of 60.64. 

“I’ve kind of carried on my 
form from the winter,” he said. “I 
went away to Sydney and played 
on some good wickets and scored 
some runs. 

“As one of the top order it’s 


probably my responsibility to 
kick on and score big to put us in a 
good position. In a way it’s been 
good, but I’m a little bit disap¬ 
pointed that I’ve not been going on 
to get big scores. 

“At this stage of the season 
there’s always going to be the odd 
good ball around the corner, but 
I’m hoping I can turn those 30s 
and 40s around and get the team 
in a really strong position to win 
the game.” 

Essex’s defeat by Gloucester¬ 
shire on Tuesday saw them fail to 
make more than 200 at the Essex 
County Ground for the fourth 
time in as many innings, scoring 
159 and 199, though in the second 
knock against Kent they didn’t 
need to. 

Issue 

However, Mickleburgh says 
there isn’t an issue and that, after 
securing five consecutive county 
championship victories at 
Chelmsford, they won’t let the 
defeat affect them. 

“The wicket was fine, we need 
to play on wickets that get results, 
we don’t want to play on wickets 
that give boring draws,” he said. 
“In this game we didn’t perform 
and turn our starts into big scores 
in both innings. 

“We’ve played some really good 
cricket at the back end of last 
season and going into this season, 
so the guys’ spirits have not been 
hit too hard.

Passion of 
Cunningham 
so heartfelt

SPEAKING to Hawks chairman 
John Barnett half an hour before 
kick-off in the crunch play-off 
semi-final against Thurrock, he 
told me of the club’s ambitious 
plans for next season. 

Barnett revealed the plan was 
to bring in five top quality 
players, who had agreed to 
come to The Harlow Arena - 
only if promotion to the Ryman 
Premier Division was secured. 

But less than three hours later 
those dreams had turned to 
tears as Thurrock left most of 
the 901 crowd dejected. 

Almost preempting what was 
to follow, Barnett said to me: 

“It’s not about luck, it’s whoever 
wants it the most tonight.” 

It was the third time Hawks 
boss Danny Chapman has come 
within touching distance of 
promotion to Ryman Premier. 

Striker Alex Read must feel he 
is jinxed as it was the fourth time 
he has lost in the Ryman North 
play-offs. 

But the man I felt most sorry 
for was the club’s chief 
executive Tom Cunningham. 

If only all of his players 
showed the sort of passion and 
spirit the former QPR and 
Leyton Orient defender has that 
runs like a river through the 59- 
year-old, and sometimes erupts 
like a volcano. 

You could never say 
Cunningham does not wear his 
heart on his sleeve. 

The last 20 minutes of extra¬ 
time Cunningham was like a 
man possessed. 

Encouragement 

He was standing next to the 
halfway line in front of the main 
stand barking encouragement 
and advice to the likes of Junior 
Dadson and Fabion Simms. 

A cynical person might claim 
that he has a lot at stake and his 
company, Platinum Sports 
Management, have invested 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in the Essex club. That, I 
feel, would be rather harsh. 

Cunningham has been the 
driving force behind rescuing a 
club which looked set to fold 
just a few years ago. 

With an astute, tactical 
football brain, I have no doubt 
the Hawks would have been 
promoted a couple of years ago 
had he decided to take charge. 

He has been the heart and 
soul of the club over two spells, 
and carried out the groundwork 
when the Hawks were promoted 
to the Ryman Premier the last 
time, back in 2007, even if then 
player-manager Ryan Kirby took 
the plaudits. 

A phenomenal season saw the 
Hawks notch up 103 points this 
season and in many years that 
would have been more than 
enough to win the title. 

Fans might worry now that 
Platinum’s investment will dry 
up. 

I don’t think that will happen 
because they have spent so 
much already, not least the 
£350,000+ on the 3G artificial 
pitch, which brings in lots of 
extra revenue. 

But they will have to think long 
and hard about next season and 
their strategy. 

Fans will hope they continue 
to throw money at this project. 

But the simple truth is that the 
only way forward in the long 
term is if more spectators come 
through the gates and continue 
to make this club sustainable.
